S.O. 97 ft.—^Whereas by an order of the Government of India in the Ministry 
of Labour, Employment and Rehabilitation (Department of Labour and Employi 
mentj JNo. 24/0/07-LRI, dated the 18th March, li67, an Industrial dispute between 
tne employers in relation to the management of Mosaboni Mines of Indian Copper 
Corporation Limited, Post Office Mosaboni (Singhbhum) and their workmen has 
been referred to the Industrial Tribunal, Dhanbad, for adjudication.
